Think now about a single work of art that was 

created during your life-time? Why are you thinking 
about the work of art about which you are presently 
thinking? Is the work of art in question the most 
recent work of art of the artist in question? How 
well known is the work of art about which you are 
thinking by those persons who are familiar with a 
great many recently completed autonomous-aesthetic 
phenomena? Is the work of art in question the most 
important work of art that has to date been brought 
into existence by the artist in question? What do you 
know about the Homo sapiens who created the work about 
which you are presently thinking? Did the artist 
about whose work of art you are now thinking begin 

to create phenomena that are at the same time autono- 
mous and aesthetic at a relatively early age? Has 

the artist about whose work of art you are now think- 
ing created all of the works of art that he or she 

is likely to bring into existence? How well known 

is the creator of the work of art about which you are 
thinking by those persons who are familiar with a 
great many recently completed autonomous-aesthetic 
phenomena? In what ways is the work of art about 
which you are thinking--assuming that it is not the 
only work that has been created by the artist in ques- 
tion--similar to/different from the other works of 

art that have been created by the artist in question? 
What are the names of two creators of works of art 

who are acknowledged by the artist in question as 
being highly important creators of autonomous-aesthetic 
phenomena? Is the primary contemporary will-to-art 
the will-to-empathy or the will-to-abstraction? Are 
you at the moment thinking about the work of art in 
question or its creator? In choosing the work of art 
that you did did you first think about an artist and 
then think about one of his or her works of art or 

did you first think about the work of art? Have you 
ever appreciated aesthetically the work of art about 
which you are currently thinking? What is the work 

of art about which you are thinking about as it were? 
In what ways is the work of art about which you are 
thinking structurally similiar to other recently com- 
pleted works of art in the same medium? In what ways 
is the work of art about which you are presently think- 
ing structurally similar(l) to other recently completed 
works of art in two other artistic media (2) to re- 
cently created phenomena that are autonomous and non- 
aesthetic or that are nonautonomous and nonaesthetic?
